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1. The Zioper reoort on Caravel, attached to referenced memo, gave us 
quite a start, coming as it did on of the other and more serious 
Caravel security flap described The very day that the dipper 

report hit ray desk, Caravel showearnr, -aricfl had a chance to discuss the report 
in detail with him* I wish to state unequivocally that I informed Caravel 
precisely where the report had come from, that it was sent to the Verfassungschutz, 
•' ana What it contained. I did not show him the report, because I had neglected 
to take along a copy to our meeting. I took this step because Caravel knows 
what Zipoer is, knows of its role in the ^erfassungschutz, and because I thought 
it essential to make, with Caravel's help, a detailed analysis of vzhere Zipper 
got its information, so that v;e could judge how much his security had been 
endangered and what steps we should take. 



2. ‘Why the deport was Written; — Caravel was not at all upset about the 
report. He supposes that Zipper wrote it at the request of the i3f V, because 
in late January 1?£2, Otto JOriil of the Bfv and L'r. ivarl SAUnd, Bfv Referent 
in the Ministry of the Interior, asked Caravel to take the job ox chief* of 
Abt. II of . the Bf v, the old slot occuoied by ur. GAJlLfcW, the well-known Zipperite 
v/ho was beinr eased out cf the 3fV for real or fancied ineptitude. Caravel 
said that despite an hour-long plea by JOHN, he declined the post, which 
involves control of the BfV's informant net. Caravel simply did not want the 
job. JOrli and SAUER then importuned Rolf KOLLE, former adjutant of the chief 
of the British Zone Criminal Police Office an d now a BKA man. HGCCE too 
rejected the job, making a cuotation from Goetz von Berlichinren with which 
every' German is familiar. 

3* Caravel believes that this job offer to him by the B; V inspired 
Zipper to write their reoort, Yfhich is actually libelous, though painfully 
close to the truth. We think that w aravel f s refusal of the dfv post, coupled 
with other alibis and defenses he can muster will suffice to protect him 
aqainst the Zipper charges, if anyone in the German government should choose 
to believe them. 



lx. The Zipper Informations — With the help of Caravel and our files, I can 
make the following analysis of the Ziooer information." In. the first 
probable source, and only source, is Frankfurt criminal oolice offers 
whom Caravel laievr before World War II and whom he once visi 
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probably in 19hS or 19ii6. In general, the information on gravel in the report 
is so inaccurate that it obviously is not based on a oolice record check or a 
full field investigation, but on the solicited statement of a remote friend 
or friends of our man. 

5. Analysis :~Zioper soells ^aravel’s name wrong, but that is a minor 
matter. His oosition in the Baa is given aouroximately correctly. The Seit der 
Festellungen (Z.d.F: August 19h9 to January 1952) also confirms our belief that 
Pries is the source, because Fries claims that o ara vel visited him in 19h9 and 
very likely Zioper first moved to check on C a ravel in January 1952* 

.6. Caravel served first in the -rankfurt Criminal Police in J.937 and 1938* 
attended Police Academy in Berlin in 1938 and 1939, and returned to Frankfurt 
Criminal Police for a few days in July 1939* ^iooer's dates are slightly off. 

C ravel' says the assertion that he claimed in 19li0 and 19lil to belong to the 
'Geheime Feld Pollzei and v/as looking for Belgian passoorts is nonsense. He was 
never in the OFF and was not in Frankfurt in 19h0 and 19ul. Mo doubt this 
Zioper assertion is connected with the next sentence, which alleges that 
Caravel was believed by his *rankfurt colleagues during lyfO and 19 hi to have 
been murdered in Line of duty, in 19 U 2 , unravel did disappear, purposely, on 
a trip to laris and ne ale hide. out for a year in Brussels. 

7* Caravel was never on oolice duty in perlin and he has never even been 
in Breslau. Zipper’s sources confusion is understandable, however, because in 
October 1939, Caravel was transferred from the oolice in Karlsruhe to the 
Abwehr in Stuttgart, where he stayed until his desertion in l°i-2. Mo doubt he 
drooped out of s: :r "ht of his Frankfurt friends when he entered the Abwehr. de 
know that when Caravel did desert, the Abwehr and 3!) did not know for a long 
time where he had. none and listed him as missing. 

ft. Ziooer’s next statement is nearer the truth; that Caravel deserted while 
on a duty trio to Paris. He did not, however, join the Jedaulle resistance 
forces. He went to Brussels and hid with friends until July 19U3, ’^hen he fled 
tc Switzerland. The allegation that he was commissioned as a French officer is 
based on a rumor circulated in the Hesse political oolice in 1915 and contained 
in a CIC report written way back then by CIC S/\ J. Thomas Dale. In our file. 
Dale's reoort is numbered G-3iTb-50h and datec. 17 December 19U5. *e know, although 
I cannot find it in the file, that this rumor about Caravel's working for the 
French sorang from an allc~atior first circulated by old Hans venedey, a 
Communist and first most-war Hessian ;.inister oi the interior, wnoc was trying 
tc block Caravel’s appointment as chief of tr.o :.esse Political Police, which 
was then uo for discussion, but which Caravel would not have accepted anyway. 

Fries was chief of the Frankfurt political police at that time and undoubtedly 
hau access tc the venedey report on oaruvcl. 
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9* We have no reason to think that Caravel is workin ' for the french or 
has ever worked for them. V.o is not 'no-french, and he has never shown any of 
the curiosity that usually marks a double aren't. C a r-r/el did have irregular 
contacts with the french Military Government liaison officer in .-iesbaden for 
some years after the war. because he had to apoly for inter-zonal travel permits 
to visit Ills family in the french done and because ho was fighting) the french, 
if!; in his home area, which was trying to cxoei Caravel .and hi :s wife from their 
zone as refugees* ‘that was back in the nays vhen the french -one did not receive 
refugees from other zones# 



10. As to gravel's residence 
near there, but not in hachenburg 
from Hamburg, where her father was 
only relatives who hav*. lived for 
uncle and f?.unt, who rim an inn in 
errors on diaper's part indicate t 
the iiachenburft area, out relied cn

11. The next statement, bo^he effect that duri.no the war Caravel was 
liaison man from the k.rioo in to" the .Vowehr in Stutt *art is net true, 
but it is obviously based on the facts that travel was with the faden ^rioo 
in Karlsruhe and was transferred thence t r - the Abwehr in ctuttpart, 

12. fhe statements on caravel’s return to Germany after the war are, of 
course, very provocative. Caravel did id. sit .Vies in the : rankiurt rolice 
Praeseciiun soon after this return tc fernany, out it was in the oerioa from 19u£ 
to 191-7, and not ns late as 191?. re visited fries only once. h : e sensed that 
’fries was very muck afraid th~t Caravel v/as after’ his .loo, out Carsvel actually 
was not. caravel declined to acceot any uost the Hessian or frankfurt wity police 
offered oe cause he die not like their oolitical tin me, which was oro-corar.uriist 
and oro-SHB at the time. 



13* 1 He allegation that Caravel told fries that he was working for the 

Americans, often flew r.o Berlin, and that he Performed important secret 
Intel? r.gence functions, is, as far as v;e know, gratuitous libel., caravel never 
flew to Berlin, never visited Berlin after the war, and as far as i know, never 
did any secret work for us after the war. moreover, caravel, as a Ion* string of 
case officers and senior intelligence men of this organization, can testify, is 
not the kind of egotistical idiot who tells oeoole he works for American 
intelligence, die next statement, that travel attributed his fiirht in Igul to 
the fact that he had even then been engaged in intelligence work ( or-, sum ably- 
against Germany; is untrue, first, b. cause Caravel c'dd not flee for this reason, 
aiid, second, because he never would have acnitted it if he had been engaged in 
espionage in lfhl. 



Hi o The final paragraph on ^aravel's character is part wrong and oart right. 
Caravel is tie finitely intelligent \ in fact, extremely so, but he is not 
oathologically ambitious. . :; is oatient waitin • for four nost-war years before 
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he actively sought a job in the Kripo again testifies to his lack of this kind of 
ambition. When he re-entered the iuripo* he only got his old pre-war rating* and 
he had to wait for over two years to get a promotion, These snubs of fate never 
affected his capacity for work at all. 

15. Zipper's final allegation* that oaravel probably claimed association with 
the American IS without basis and just to build himself up, is apparently a final 
stab in the dark* to convince the readers in the Bfv that although this man may 
never have been a US agent* he is at least a braggart and a swine, unfit to hold 
his present job* This kind of "intelligence reporting" needs no comment. 

16. The "Note" which ends the ~iooer report is very revealing. There is an 
admission that there is no fast proof of Caravel’s earlier hostile intelligence 
activity or of his present connections of this type . It is nice to )<now how this 
Zipper CE desk man classifies people who have worked for the Allies, including the 
Americans; we are definitely "feindlich. 11 Ziooer’ s suooosition that their data 
should.be reoorted because the interests of the 35CA are directly affected is more 
correct than Zioper realises and cannot be criticized on professional or ethical 
grounds, as much as I vrould like to do so. travel's activity certainly has 
affected the BKA. He olanned its T/0* equipment* budget, legal framework* 
functions* location* office building, and hand picked all its staff. I suspect 

•that his success in doing this tremendous task, all without the supoort, 
interference, and knowledge cf Ziooer* rankles in the breasts of some of the 
Ziooer CE people* who suddenly realize that they have been left out in the 
cold. Caravel's rejection of Ur- 'fallen as chief of the Security group must also 
irk them. 

17 • I might add that our running of Caravel has never had any anti-2ipoer 
trace. The Caravel and Zipper operations have rarely if ever touched. We have 
always left Caravel a perfectly free hand in picking oeople for the BKA. 

18. Conclusion : — The Ziooer security report, on ^aravel presents a serious 
security threat to the operation. In essence* the report is correct; Caravel is 
an American agent, and a good one. The basis* however* on which Zipper reaches 
this dramatic conclusion, is not a sound one, and the "facts" they array to prove 
their point have little evidential value* fortunately for us. If Caravel is ever 
questioned about the charges made in the report* he will not be at all surprised 
or scared*- but will lash back with refutations and denials which* we hope* will 
save him. Caravel has never made a secret of his vrar-time activity in Switzerland; 
his records in the Ministry of the Interior indicate that he assisted the American 
and Swiss authorities in Switzerland toward the end of the war, and he can prove 
that his main work for us was arranging to save sene of the most important 
criminal police files in the state of Baden from destruction at war’s end. 

1?. Also in Caravel’s file. is a letter of recommendation from Wr. James C. 
KcCraw* then chief of HICOO Public Safety* testifying to Caravel’s good 
character and the esteem in which Public Safety held him. Caravel had to have 
such a letter to overcome the handicap of his assimilated SS rank* and the 
letter did the trick. During the many months of the build-uo of the BKA* Caravel’s 
superiors constantly called on him to intervene with "the Americans" to get 
the BKA law aoproved, despite its centralists character, which ran directly 
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counter to existing tri-par tite Allied directives » The law passed and v;as 
apnroved by the Allied High Commission, desoite some last minute objections 
by US and French representatives. In the eyes of the ministry of the Interior, 
it was Caravel 1 s contact with US Public Safety which accomolished this miracle# 
Actually, Caravel had no contact with the Public Safety division after 19U3; his 
contact was with us# 

20. There are few important German oolice officials now holding office who 
did not get their posts as appointees of some Allied military Government authority 
after. the war# German police operations were, moreover, run closely by HG for 
several years, and high German police authorities conferred daily vrith their 
Allied bosses# . Political cooperation in denazification investigations and so 

on was very close# Caravel is far less tainted by such cooperation than any 
other prominent. German police official, at least to outward appearances, because 
he never held any. office by sufferance of HG* His first oost-war job was with 
the Federal deoublic itself# 

21, tie have put Caravel to sleep for a few months because of this and other 
security oroblems (see HGFA-6Lil4r) # He is watching very carefully for surveillance 
traps, change in his' status, by-passing of his desk, and so on# I have left up 

to him. the exact time and method of our next contact, feeling that he can best 
judge the situation. He is apprised of all the known details of the security 
dangers confronting him, and I am confident that this splendid operation will 
survive.
